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Do  not  assume  content  reflects  current 
scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 
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You  may  build  this  house  in  stages.  The 
basic  plan  provides  sleeping  and  clothes 
storage  space  in  the  living  room.  Later 
you  may  add  one,  two,  or  three  bed- 
rooms. The  basic  plan  is  well  adapted 
for  use  as  a  farm  labor  house.
